“ They want to see the addicts 
but not touch them , like anim als 
in a zoo,” says William Lorim er, 
psychotherapist for the Potts- 
town’s drug treatm ent unit. 
Yes, 
there 
are 
addicts 
in 
there. 
Pottstown's 
children. 
Kids 
with 
barbituate or am ­ 
phetam ine habite, kids on bad 
trips from, LSD. But nine out 
of 10 are heroin users. 
12 BEDS 
There are 
12 beds in four 
rooms in the unit, plus a nurses’ 


station 
and 
a 
day 
room 
equipped with a pool table and 
board games. 
The walls of the day room 
are 
covered 
with 
patients’ 
p a i n t i n g s , 
graffiti 
and 
signatures, 
even 
poems 
in 
many-colored 
letters. 
Green 
m e n 
in 
flying 
saucers, 
hypoderm ic needles, the devil 
in hell. The poems are sad but 
hopeful. 
A blond young m an in blue 
pajam as site in bed 
painting 
with a .paint-by-num ber kit. It’s 
a picture of two old biplanes 
in an air battle. 
“ This 
is 
h ard ,” 
he 
says, 
propping it up to dry. "The 


brushes they give you are too 
big.” 
He was the only m ale in the 
unit that day. But there were 
three girls in another room. 
When a heroin addict enters 
the 
unit 
for 
“ detoxification” 
treatm ent, he gets a com plete 
p h y s i c a l 
exam ination. 
A 
m edical history is taken and the 
staff determ ines the “size” of 
the addict’s habit. 
It's not alw ays easy to decide 
how much he’s been taking each 
day. Heroin is sold in sm all 
glassine bags and the size of 
a “habit” is m easured by the 
num ber of bags an addict uses 
daily. 


But

of 
Potts town 
h e r o i n 
usually 
is 
more 
adulterated than a Philadelphia 
bag, and thus less potent. 
He won’t be adm itted to the 
unit unless he agrees to abide 
by the rules: no phone calls, 
no visitors, all m ail opened but 
not read. He also has to be 
stripped and searched.

prevent anyone from sm uggling 
h e r o i n 
to 
the 
patients.

LOW DOSES 
Once adm itted the addict is 
given low doses of m ethadone, 
a synthetic drug that helps stop

Stricken Cruiser 
Limps Toward Port 


SAIGON (AP) - The New­ 
port News, largest cruiser af­ 
loat, steam ed out of the Viet­ 
nam ese w ar zone Sunday and 
headed for the Philippines with 
the bodies of 19 sailors killed in 
the worst U.S. naval disaster 
this year. 
Ten other men in her crew 
were wounded by the explosion 
in 
an 
eight-inch 
gun 
turret 
which 
rocked 
the 
21,000-ton 
w arship off the northern sector 
of South Vietnam shortly sifter 
midnight. 
Many of her 1.300 
crew m en 
were 
shaken 
from 
their sleep by the blast. 
'The U.S. Navy, which term ed 
the 
explosion 
accidental 
an­ 
nounced it. had started an in­ 
vestigation 
to 
determ ine 
the 
cause. 
The Navy in Saigon said the 
exact extent of dam age had not 
been determ ined.

one of the big shells exploded 
dam age could have been exten­ 
sive. 
Apparently the explosion was 
confined to the gun turret, one 
of three main batteries each 
housing three rapid-fire, eight- 
inch. 55-caliber guns. 
R epair crews will assess the 
dam age at the naval base in 
.Subic Bay, the Philippines. The 
bodies of the dead will be sent 
from there to their families. 
The 7th Fleet in Saigon did 
not identify the victim s, saying 
this would be done by the Pen­ 
tagon, after their relatives had 
been notified.

A Step Backward 


The State House took a step backward 
last week when it passed a bill to rein­ 
state the death penalty in Pennsylvania. 
In what is assum ed to be a humane 
gesture, the house members also voted 
to do away with the electric chair and 
use a gas cham ber instead. 
The horror of the death penalty is not 
that split instant when a life ends but the 
moments, hours, days, months and many 
times years, before the sentence is car­ 
ried out. 
The horror of the death penalty is the 
possibility that an innocent man died. A 
Reporter who covered more than 125 ex­ 
ecutions in Texas is convinced that at 
^ least two of the men he saw executed w ere 
- innocent of the charges. 
The horror of the death penalty is that 
. I’ it is seldom used on the wealthy and pow- 
* : erful. Only the poor suffer this ultimate 
^ * penalty. 
But the real horror of it is that men 
. can inflict this on other men. 
: 
No one disputes that murderers should 
be dealt with harshly. A mandatory life 
sentence for horrendous crimes should be 
instituted. But even this should be tem p­ 
ered with the thought that someday man 
might find the solutions to the hardened 
criminal; that som eday even the worst 
of us might be reformed. 
The taking of a human life serves no 
purpose except revenge, 
The criminal 
cannot contemplate on his deeds after the 
switch is pulled or the gas pellets drop­ 
ped. 
Most murders in the United States do 
not take place during the commissions of 
crimes such as robbery, kidnapping, bur­ 
glaries or hijackings. 
Most murders are family related; a 
wife in a fit of anger shoots a husband; 
a husband turns a gun on his wife and 
children: a brother slays a sister. Or, a 
lover’s spat gets out of hand and ends 
in death. 


Youth, too, is responsible for most kill­ 
ings. 
Gangs feud and the end result is 
death. 
The entire approach to crime and pun­ 
ishment in Pennsylvania should be re ­ 
vamped. 
The lock-them - up- a n d-t hr ow-away-the- 
kev system doesn’t work. The death pen­ 
alty doesn't deter m ore killings. 
You can't cage men and not expect 
them to become animals. 
A criminal is not some distant shadow 
figure far removed from the average 
person. For the most part, criminals are 
people you know' — the people you grew 
up with who have taken a wrong turn, 
the boy you knew who on a lark turned 
to a crime, and often the son or daughter 
of someone you know. 
Society m ust recognize that the idea 
that criminals are hoods with hideways 
who come out only to commit crimes is 
the wrong impression. 
The day of the bank robbery villains 
of the 1930s no longer exist. The robber, 
today, more than likely, is that innocent 
looking guy who you’ve known for years. 
Two area members of the State House, 
Rep. Lester K. Fryer and Rep. Seiber 
Pancoast voted in favor of the death pen­ 
alty. 
The Mercury questions whether 
these men actually believe that the tak ­ 
ing of a human life can be justified or 
whether they voted the way they did be­ 
cause of political reasons. 
Do they actually believe that inhuman­ 
ity can help humanity? Do they believe 
that placing a human into the torment of 
impending death is helpful to society? 
Two other area legislators voted to re ­ 
ject the death penalty — Rep. William H. 
Yohn and Rep. Samuel Morris. 


The M ercury commends them for hav­ 
ing the courage to go against advocates 
of the death penalty.

Alcoholism 
is 
a 
personal, 
family and community disease. 
As an illness it is no different 
from a fractured leg, a bron­ 
chopneumonia, or tuberculosis. 
When once this concept is ac­ 
cepted. the social stigma 
is 
removed, the disease is brought 
out into the open and in many 
instances, is controlled. 
I emphasize the word "con­ 
trolled” because it is now ac­ 
cepted 
that 
alcoholism, 
like 
diabetes, is a permanent illness. 
With proper handling, both 
can be kept within relatively 
normal limits, and a lifetime 
of health can be assured. 
“Once an alcoholic always an 
alcoholic” 
is 
a 
dramatic 
statement. Acceptance of this 
truth makes it necessary to 
keep the known alcoholic per­ 
manently 
away 
from 
every 
form of liquor. 
There is a drug, anatbuse, 
which 
is 
used to 
help 
the 
alcoholic in his effort to stay 
away from liquor. 
This drug works in a strange 


ia 


way. It does not curb the desire 
for alcohol. 
When 
once the 
alcoholic is given this drug he 
is told that a combination of 
alcohol and antabuse will make 
him violently sick. And it does. 
When once the alcoholic has 
violated the commandment of 
“No alchool with antabuse” he 
rarely 
forgets 
how 
intensely 
s i c k 
he 
was. 
Antabuse, 
therefore, is not a cure. It is 
an additional way to help the 
known alcoholic to live as a 
serviceable citizen. While taking 
the drug, he is in a better 
position to have psychological 
support. 
Cases for antabuse therapy 
are very carefully chosen. Not 
all alcoholics can be depended 
on to maintain their daily dose 
of antabuse, and failure will 
necessarily result. 
Alcoholics 
Anonymous 
re­ 
mains as one of the leading 
forces in the rehabilitation of 
the chronic alcoholic.

Railroad M en s Plans 


Fail to Materialize

Area Historian 
Today’s account focuses on that ancient depu. 
no longer standing along “the stream where the 
Delawares once drank w ater,” a busy iron ship­ 
ping point for the Pine Iron Works — the Mana- 
tawny station. Our reporters were in a playful 
mood when they recorded the events for that 
rare day in May: 
“ Three Pottstown men h a v e purchased a 
wagon of M. H. Focht, at Manatawny Station and 
pulled the vehicle the entire distance to this bor­ 
ough, wading through the Manatawny at the foot 
of Poole Hill. We are not informed whether they 
intend to take turns pulling the wagon hereafter 
or not. for it does not appear that they are the 
possessors of a horse . . . ” 
N ear the point where they made their unique 
purchase the ancient tracks of the Colebrookdale 
railroad depart from the valley of the Manatawny, 
winding their way by use of high trestles and 
bridges along the gorge cut by the Ironstone, 
eventually reaching the once famous mining bor­ 
ough of Boyer town, and then on to Barto Farm s, 
But the valley of the Manatawny was not en­ 
tirely overlooked in the calculations of railroad 
men. Not generally known today is the fact that 
engineers proposed connecting with the Colebrook­ 
dale track at Manatawny station, then running 
standard guage (4 feet, 8 inches) along the left 
bank of the Manatawny, up past the Pine Iron 
Works and the Rutter mansion, swinging out 
along with the M anatawny beyond Womelsdorf’s 
old paper mill, to PleasantviUe and up into the 
Oley Valley, and by use of Rohrbach’s Valley to 
the* then profitable iron mines of Siesholtzville, 
and connection with the Catasaqua and Fogels- 
ville and the East Penn and Lehigh Railroads. 
How much this valley missed in the dual ex­ 
citement of a pair of roads during the days of 
early railroading! 
It is difficult to believe, as 
type this column today from beside a window 
overlooking the very ground over which these 
rails were intended, that except for the decree 
of destiny, the locomotive’s whistle might even 
now be blending with the morning's cry of the 
blue jays! 
This railroad was again being promoted by 
the Reading Times and Dispatch, which early in 
July of 1881 continued printing the call of citi­ 
zens of Amity, Oley and Pike Townships for a 
road into the Oley Valley. As envisioned, such a 
railroad would have had excellent terminal points 
and drawn from some of the richest industrial 
and farm ing regions in this corner of the State. 
In all, it appeared to cover some 18 miles as 
the engineer’s pencil sketched its way along the 
hillsides upon the com pany’s drawing board. 
"Several capitalists are disposed to view the 
m atter favorably, and. it is said, are about to 
make a tour of inspection of the country through 
which the route is to pass,” wrote the Times and 
Dispatch. 
G reatest interest, though, lie in a narrow guage 
to run from the tracks of the Reading near Doug- 
lassville, winding around the base of Monocacy 
peak, “ thence passing between Weavertown and 
Amityville” picking up the Manatawny Creek at 
Weidner’s grist mill near Earlville and taking in 
Lobachsville. Either route — as well as narrow 
guage and standard — had been in the air for a 
number of years and frequently spoken of as a 
necessity for the people of these valleys. 
“ It is stated that a capitalist of large means 
has offered to furnish 55 per cent of the amount 
required to build and equip a railroad following 
close to the route of the Monocacy, provided 45 
per cent is raised by the people who will be large­ 
ly benefited thereby.” 
Neither railroad cam e into being, of course, 
and for generations these valleys slept, in com ­ 
parison to the progress of other regions spurred 
on by their cham bers of commerce. As a result, 
our grass rem ained for the time greener; our air 
was fresher, and though city people might deride 
us with the words, “country Rubes,” our wpay of 
life appeared filled with more contentment than 
the ways of the “ wiser folk,” whose great high­ 
ways brought in the bustle, the smoke, the green 
medium of exchange and the crime . . 
On Aug. 21, 1971, The Mercury printed our 
column dealing with the birth of two of Potts- 
town’s existing fire companies — this in recogni­ 
tion of 100 years of successful safeguarding of the 
town against fire. Now'here in this article, nor 
in others that wc now recall, was there a sugges­ 
tion that the birth of the Good Will and Philadel­ 
phia Hose Company represented the earliest fire 
fighting organizations for Pottstown. 
At the sam e time we had little documentation 
of any other organizational effort before their 
birth, which was early January, 1871, this date 
being close enough for this column to present 
for both surviving companies. 
Yet there were other organizations. As Thomas 
Jefferson once remarked, without documentation 
thei e can be no history. We now have found a 
safe enough source to speak for the predecessors 
of today s companies, the “ Good Will Fire Com­ 
pany of the Borough of Pottstown” held its first 
meeting at Sm ith’s Hall, March 23, 1861. 
It is quite possible had the Civil War not quick- 
y J ni erve.ned’, this mi*ht hav« been the group, 
and this the date, we would commemorate. But 
this was not to be. 
About three fourths of its 
members were soon called to southern battle­ 
fields. resulting in disabandonment of the fire 
association. 
At the group’s second meeting, a plan with 
constitution was adopted. The same evening offi­ 
cers were elected. They were Mark H. Richards, 
president; Joseph Mintzer, vice president* Alex 
Malsberger, secretary and John A. A ndre,’treas­ 
urer.

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Pharmacists Have Their Cripes Too

HARRISBURG — Move over, 
Doctor, there’s a gang of people 
in Pennsylvania's health field 
who share your viewpoint that 
the State Department, of Public 
Welfare's 
medical 
assistance 
program leaves much to be 
desired! 
They 
include 
pharmacists, 
nurses and dentists, as it turns 
out. 
The “ Doctor” is the white- 
coated gentleman from upstate 
Pennsylvania who opined in this 
column Friday that “ in spite 
of 
all 
the 
good 
which 
the 
medical 
assistance 
program 
claims it is doing, that much 
of the care 'being provided by 
physicians is being given as 
free service: and in instances 
where payment to the physician 
and hospital is. provided, that 
t h e 
payment 
is 
being 
discounted.” 


The good doctor then added: 
“ I am not aware of any other 
vendor or purveyor of services 
who does not receive virtually 
full 
payment 
by 
welfare 
recipients or by the State for 
goods or services rendered. It 
is quite apparent, however, that 
the physicians in Pennsylvania 
are providing much free care, 
and many of their services are 
being discounted 
without the 
public 
being 
aware 
of 
the 
situation.” 
This 
observation 
sent 
Mr. 
Pennsylvania 
P h a r m a c i s t 
dashing for his aspirin 'bottle 
as he pondered the headaches 
posed 
by 
the 
molasses-slow 
repayment system of the State 
Welfare Deparment for goods 
and 
services 
rendered 
to 
welfare patients. 
“We would like to inform the 
good 
Doctor, and 
all 
Penn­ 
sylvanians for that matter, that 


of 
all 
the 
health 
field 
professionals who participate in 
the public assistance program, 
the pharmacist comes up with 
the shortest end of the stick, 
by 
far,” 
said 
David 
P. 
Rosenfield. 
president 
of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Pharmaceutical 
Association (PPA). 
He then supplied this evidence 
to document that claim: 
1. Whereas a doctor gives of 
his time and skill to treat a 
welfare patient, the pharmacist 
— in addition — must hand over 
medication for which he must 
wait repayment by the state. 
2. Whereas, as originally set 
up. the pharmacist is supposed 
to be repaid within 30 days, he 
now must wait anywhere from 
three to four months. 
3 . M e a n w h i 1 e , the drug 
wholesaler is insisting on his 
payment, now, not a quarter of 
a year later. Consequently, the 


pharmacist must pay out of his 
o w n 
pocket 
for 
welfare 
medication immediately — and 
then sweat out a three-to-four 
month wait for payment by the 
state. 


“ In 
other 
words, 
while 
a 
doctor loses time during that 
three-month 
or 
so 
wait 
for 
repayment by the state; the 
pharmacist 
loses 
time 
and 
money, because he must con­ 
tinually replenish his inventory 
for the 
paying customers as 
well as for welfare patients,” 
Rosenfield of Pittsburgh said. 


A little background may help 
put the state medical assistance 
problem in focus. 


Under 
the 
current 
system:, 
welfare 
patients 
are 
given 
treatm ent by doctors, dentists 
and nurses, etc. They, then, are 
repaid by the state for their 
time and skill — eventually. 


These same welfare patients 
go to pharmacists who give 
them of their time ana skill — 
and 
medication 
off 
their 
shelves. The pharm acists are 
then repaid by the state for 
their time, skill and medication 
— eventually. 
To his credit, Gov. Milton J. 
Shapp included in his current 
budget, fee increases for doc­ 
tors, 
dentists, 
nurses 
and 
pharmacists. For example, a 
doctor’s fee would go from $4 
to $6 a visitation, aifli a phar­ 
m acist’s fee would inch from 
$1.33 to SI.60 on the average 
prescription. 
H o w e v e r , 
although 
the 
governor’s budget has passed, 
these proposed increases have 
not yet been instituted by the 
w e l f a r e 
department. 
And 
nobody seems to know when, 
if at all, they will go into effect.

WASHINGTON EN TOM BED 
On 
Wednesday 
last,

mortal part of Washinton the

GENERAL George Washington 
Departed this life, on the

three

o’clock, the sound of artillery 
from a vessel in the river, firing 
minute guns, awoke afresh our 
solemn sorrow — the corpse 
was removed — a 
band of 
music 
with 
mournful melody 
melted the soul into all the 
tenderness of woe. 
The procession was formed 
and moved on in the following 
order: Cavalry, Infantry With 
arm s reversed. Guard, Music 
and Clergy. 
The general’s horse with his 
saddle, holsters and pistols. 
When 
the 
procession 
had 
arrived on the bottom of the 
elevated lawn on the bank of 
the Potomac, where the family 
vault is placed, the infantry 
marched towards the Mount and 
formed their tines — the Clergy, 
the Masonic Brothers, and the 
Citizens, descended to the Vault. 
Three general discharges bv 
the infantry — the cavalry and 
11 pieces of artillery, paid the 
last tribute to the entombed 
Commander in Chief of the 
Armies of the United States and 
to the departed Hero. 
WASHINGTON 
BURIED 
General George Washington, 
known as the Father of his 


country, was buried with honors 
at his estate on the banks of 
the Potomac. He was 67. 
He 
was the eldest son of 
Augustine Washington and his 
second wife, Mary Ball, both 
o f 
Westmoreland 
County, 
Virginia. The general’s home at 
Mount Vernon 
was originally 
owned by his older half-brother, 
Lawrence, who was married to 
Ann Fairfax. 
While working as a surveyor, 
W a s h i n t o n 
developed 
a 
passionate 
interest 
in. 
the 
welfare of the Colonies. He was 
opposed to the excessive taxes 
demanded by the British Crown. 
He 
decried 
the 
dumping 
of 
English tea in Boston harbor, 
but predicted that “ blood will 
flow as has been unseen, in. 
North America.” 
He 
was 
the 
epitome 
of 
dignity, and never sought an 
office or an appointment. .As 
general 
in 
command 
of 
the 
colonists, he fought tenacious, 
often losing, battles, triumphing 
in time only because Cornwallis, 
Burgoyne and other competent 
generals could not reduce his 
will to resist. 
He resigned his commission 
in 1783, and helped the Con­ 
federation Congress, assembled 
in Philadelphia, to formulate a 
government, a Bill of Rights, 
and a Constitution. 
Washington was reluctant to 
accept 
the 
office 
of 
first 
President of the United States. 
His enemies said he desired to 
be king. He refused a salary, 
as 
he 
also 
refused 
one 
as 
general. His estate at Mount 
Vernon was rundown, and. had 
placed him in debt. 


After serving two term s as. 
Chief Executive, he retired to 
Mt. Vernon. Earlier this month 
he developed a bad cold. His 
doctors sapped his strength with 
blood-lettings. 
He died at 11:30 p.m., Dec. 
14, 1799. His last words were, 
“ It is well, 1 die hard, but I 
am not afraid to go.” His wife, 
M artha, who had m arried a 
Custis early in life, was at his 
side. 
The funeral was one of pomp.

Youths Who Know Politics Best 
/ 
May Be Too Young for Voting 


The people best informed on 
political issues and candidates 
may well be too youg to vote, 
not'only in the .Pottstown area 
but nationwide. 
They are the high school 
students engaged in a study of 
the American election cam­ 
paign. 
Despite the fact that the 
voting age was lowered to 18 
years the first time for the 
coming election, only a small 
number of students will be old 
enough, to vote by Nov. 7. 
The 
lowered 
voting 
age 
aroused interest in the political 
process in some quarters but 
apathy prevails among most 
students, as indicated in the 
lack of registration among 18 
to 21-year-olds. 
But the students can hardly 
blame the schools for leaving 
them uninformed. 


SOCIAL STUDIES 
As soon as school convenes 
in early September, .social 
studies teachers on the high 
school level embark with their 
students on a course of studies 
that will produce know ledgeable 
citizens within two months, 
particularly among seniors. 
For instance, in Pottsgrove 
High School, the social studies 
department attempts to make 
the election a real life ex­ 
perience. according to Daniel 
Greulich, head of the depart­ 
ment. 
‘ The first five minutes of my 
classes are devoted to a review 
of current events- and students 
are asked to report on the past 
24 hours,” he said.

On election day, Greulich 
explained, a mock election is 
conducted for the purpose of 
c o m p a r i n g the students’ 
preferences to the voting totals 
of the townships where they 
live.“Based on the experience of 
previous years when we have 
done that, the students seem to 
reflect their parents thinking 
because the results are very 
similar to the real elections,” 
he said. 
While the presidential election 
every four years would seem 
to give students a good chance 
at becoming enthusiastic about 
government 
processes, 
that 
doesn’t always happen. 
“In my senior class there are 
two students who will be 18 
years old by election time. But 
neither one wants to register,” 
Greulich reported. 


STUDY KITS 
In Boyertown Area High 
School, students make use of 
two study kits, both prepared 
by major newspapers. 
The one, received last week, 
is prepared by the New York 
Times and provides current 
information to be supplemented

in the ensuing weeks as the 
election draws nearer. 
The other consists of a weekly 
news summary distributed by 
the Allentown Ca 11-Chronicle 
newspapers. 
Filmstrips 
and 
other aids also are used, ac­ 
cording to Harry Weigner. head 
of the social studies depart­ 
ment. 
The 
study 
packets 
are 
prepared on two grade levels, 
one from ninth and 19th, and 
the other for 11th and 12th. 
In spring, during the time of 
the primary election, the school 
arranges for a voting machine 
to be brought into the classroom 
so that students may familiarize 
themselves with it. 
On Nov. 7, each social studies 
class will conduct its own mock 
election, then compare the 
results with the record of the 
surrounding area. 
Chester Rohrbach, veteran 
B o y e r t o w n teacher, said 
comparisons are drawn mainly 
on the national and state level. 
Because the school district 
e n c o m p a s s e s 10 different 
municipal governments in two 
counties, it is virtually im­ 
possible to make meaningful 
comparisons of local election 
results. 
He added that the classes also 
follow' other current problems, 
such as the reconvening of the 
United Nations assembly, the 
release of prisoners of war, and 
economic trends. 
While a few students will be 
18 years old at election time, 
Rohrbach said the interest still 
isn’t there. 
“By next spring, when the 
primary rolls around again, the 
interest should pick up because 
more students will have turned 
18 bv then,” he predicted. 
He said he hopes the con- 


inan 
tinuing political discussions 
the classroom will awaken 
understanding of the respon­ 
sibility and 
decision-making 
process, as exercised by the 
vote.As soon as classes resumed 
this fall at Spring-Ford High 
School, students were instructed 
to prepare a comprehensive 
political notebook, which is due 
Nov. 6, the day before the 
general election, according to 
Richard Powell, 
teacher of 
Problems of Democracy in the 
vo-tech section. 
T h e notebook 
can 
be 
developed in one of three ways; 
depending on the interest of the 
student. 
It can follow' one of the 
candidates, either presidential 
or vice presidential, throughout 
the entire campaign by clipping 
articles from newspapers and 
magazines. 
Or the student may choose 
to draw a comparison between 
two candidates, selecting per­ 
tinent information from the 
media that presents compari­ 
sons and contrasts. 
A third possibility is an 
examination of two or three of 
the major campaign issues. 
In each case students are 
required1 to excercise discretion, 
in the articles, comments, and 
photos that they choose for their 
notebook. At the end of their 
book, they are to draw con­ 
clusions 
from 
the 
subject* 
matter selected and write their 
own comments and opinions, 
Powell explained. 
The notebook, handed in just 
before the end of the marking 
period, counts for a substantial 
part of the student’s grade. 
Six of the students will be 
18 by election time and indicate 
that they will register and vote. 
Powell reports that this ex­ 
perience encouraged lengthy 
d i s c u s s i o n s on the new 
responsibility now entrusted to 
the younger generation.

Fire hydrants in the borough 
will be flushed by the Pottstown 
Water Department 10 to 3 a.m. 
beginning tonight, according to 
Harry P. Leister, supervisor of 
the department. 
T h e 
water 
department 
workers will begin with the 
hydrants closest to Grosstown 
Road and work their way east 
to Firestone Drive, he said. 
“We flush out the hydrants 
twice a year.” Leister ex­ 
plained. “There’s a certain 
amount of sediment that settles 
to the bottom of the water 
mains, and if we don’t clean 
it out regularly the dirt even­ 
tually will be drawn into the 
homeowners’ taps.” 
leister said the hydrants are 
flushed by opening the caps and 
letting the water run for 15 


minutes to half an hour. “The 
men wait until the water 
dears,” 
he 
said, 
“Some 
hydrants take longer than 
others.” 
While the hydrants are being 
flushed, people in the im­ 
mediate area may find that 
their water is cloudy. “All we 
ask is that the people be patient 
and wait until the water clears 
before using it.” 
He noted that since most 
hydrants can be completely 
flushed in half an hour, no one 
would have to wait longer than 
that for water. 
Leister estimated that It 
would take two weeks to flush 
all of the 500 hydrants in the 
borough. The men will not flush 
any hydrants on Sunday nights, 
he added.
